Trade was defended were, if we may ase the expression, com 
qecred io the British Parliament, acd thet iniquity, ehich was 
before felt by the heart of every upoorrepted man, was demoe- 
strated to his reason, It might have bese theaghi, if aey ietegrity 
prevailed emong Princes aed Govermments, that the odious 


- fraffie weald at ence have been deaounced throughent the werld, 


and that sach measares would have been adupied, that even if 
aay were bese enough in natere, they would not have been 
herdy enough in courage to carry jien, Still, however, we have 
to Kisten to deslamations on the subject, whilst the trade thrives. 
Ruesie, Portugal, and Franee are the eountrics from which it 
Gerives its greatest encoeragement or ite ehief support —from 
the first Power, by the preference which jis tariff gives those 
segare which are chiefly manufactered by imported slaves —from 
the latter, by divest participation in the trade. Our mode of 
dealing with these Powers qill, ne doubt, be different. Te 
the Beperor of Ressie, who whatever jealousios may prevail, 
ve will wot hastily believe to be isdifivreut to the cause of hame- 
nity, the deslaration of bis Ministor, with that of ali the other Pow- 
ers of Harope, signed at Vieena February the 6th, 1615, should be 
represented ; the preamble to which decisration states the resole- 
tien of the contracting Pewer “ to put on end to & scourge which 
has pe long desciated Africa, Gegraded Berepe, and e@icted 
hamaeiiy.” The diseesdanee of the present tari with the eblige- 
liee thea so selemaly eniered inte by bic Te perial Majesty showld 
be pointed est; and we trast that bonowr has pet yet ce finally 


taken leave of Cabieeis and Coarte, bat that be may be indeeed | 


so te regulate the commeres of his deminions, as wat te give tile 
aod aetivity to that tradempos which be had on every principle 
of justice solemnly passed semtpoce ef death. The course with 
France may be somewbat similar, Baonaparie could aboliah the 
trade promptly aad decisively. Are the Bourbons leas potent 
for good and heseursbte and humane purposes than thet tyrant! 
A‘ ail events, it appears clear to ws thet these Gevernmeste which 
siand pledged te the. ebolition, aed epen which we can prove 
ineum petencs to give effect te their own engagements, should eoe- 
wen the exseution of them te more powerfel of adroit hands. 
With Pertazal we should be tess coremonious. She pot enly 
tends engaged te Rerepe ts general to give ep the slave trade, 
bes us indicidualiy. By articke @ of the treaty of Vienne, 
“ The Prince Regent of Poringal agrece ead binds bimectf te 
edopt, ia concert with bie Briteanie Magesty, such meesares os 
may ot ence pul Re end to the trade oe the perth of the ad 
It ie therefore, eur dety te loek to and anfores the eucestion of 
this eleuse. By article 4, “The parties engage us 
to determine by a separate treaty the periad at which the trade 
in slaves shell eniversaily cease.” Has this treaty, we ask, 
been concleded! Ifnet, we are to blame mere than Portugal 
for ber comtionanee of the trade te the Seath of the Line Bat, 
alas! we had on Ambassador in Lisbon, and 2 costly ove toe, 
whee there was ne King there: end sow there isa Kine we have 
be Ambesseder. Te Perteral. sise we paid the sum of 900,008. to 
lademeity her for the interference of our Creisers ja her slave 
ade. previenly to the let day of Sune, 1614, theve being then no 
treaty im existence which conferred on os the right te interlere, 


Ow pesitios is sow diferent: aad if she will, ia siclatioa cf * 
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treaties, “continue te allow ber snbjccta to pluader Afries, ee 
sheald visit spon the pirates and buccaniers a few of tho evils 
whieh they infiet, 

Amerioa—we thiak, with eaperiluces niesiy—eabjenis te a 
treaty with as, eonferrieg matmally the right of search with ree 
peet te vessels euspesied of carrying es the slave trade, Woe 
sheeld have thought that the peoessity of @ apecifie ineniy on 
that poiat might have been urged against ws ae a preo! thet ihe 
geeeral priaciple wae relinquished. Hewever,in the moan time, 
ber pavel commanders stationed en the Afriean coast perform 
their duty with integrity ead beneer ; aad we do bepe, thet if a 
treaty te the effect ebove intimated cee be concluded bei ween 
Great Britein avd the United Siates, muck be effected by 
the vessels ef two such maritime powers sincerely ia 
eevcert. The Siates of Berope may now be described as at peace 
with eack other: one of aur greates( poets has seid thai—

We need not ask whe are the 
men that have thus reduced « great people to become little better 
than quiet spectators of these repeated berrore, It is tree, 
that seenes of woe even etill more aMicting, are exhibited with- 
in the British empice, ia which eat own brethren are the anbap- 
py sefferers, This state of things, too, bes arisen under the rule 
of the same Sietesmen, whe have thes made the nation lneapable 
abroad, ead bat toe many ef tis jubabitents wretched at home. 
Te be ent off by the sword of the exesutioner, as the miserable 
Greeks are, is afflicting enough; bat what language cea depict 
the slew, eousaming, and heart-rending sallerings experienced 
by the theasands of men, women, and children, now scigaliy 
starving ja ii.geverned ead greasing Tveland! Lei aay, one

Parliament. — The debates of the week have been very animated 
and important. Mr. Brougham’s Speech, oe the increased influence 
of the Crown, was y ove of the mest searching, 
ueefel, comprehensive, end convincing harangues uttered.of late 
years within the walls of Parliament, where it was of course re- 
ceived in the usual way; bat without those walls the effect of it 
was most powerfal, and will be highly beneficial, The Covaica 
fadeed could only seo that it wes “« long-winded oration.” 
Long It certainly was; for how could se prolife « topic as 
Ministerial influence be very briefly hendied! And tbat the 
Courier would have been bettor pleased bad it been shorter, 
Had there been no such speech at all, 
the satisfaction of the Government scribe, we are quite sure, 
would not beve beon small. Lord Londonderry, too, liked the ob- 
ject of Mr. Brongbam’s motion ns little as his man of the Covnten 
did his speceh, for it pointed to Reform,—a word of horrid import 
fn Borough. mongering “ead eeat-selling ears. The Honoerable 
Hoase partook of the Noble Becretary’s alarm, and by lis over: 
wheiming vote came to the following mervelious conclasions :-— 
“That the inflaence possessed by the Crown is mecessary for main- 
taining its constitations! preregative—is met destructive of the 
independence of Parliament—and Ie not inconsistent with the weil 
government of the State.”—-Bravo, Honoarable House | 


Upon the heels of this admirable exposere of the means of 
corraption possessed by men in power, followed another, equally 
strikiog, of their scandalous practices. The Lord Advocate of 
BSeotiand, a high Government officer, the chosen preserver of 
the peace, and the public prosecutor of all offenders,—was 
sonvicted,—yes, comvioted,—on the clearest evidence, of hav- 
jog lent bis name and influence, and given his money, for 
the support of two Scotch newspapers, notorious for their 
daring violations of the laws, and their infansous aseaalts and 
libele epon the private as well as public characters of the 
political opponents of Ministers, Never, eertainly, sinee Lerd 
Castloroagh was in like manner convicted of trafficking in seats, 
did a man high in office cht a more deplorable figure than 
that which the Lord Advoente exhibited on Taesday. Hie de- 
fence, too—what a defence! That a generally cautious, ¢al- 
culating, and active politician and lawyer should have foryetion 
thet he had set his name to a paper recommending one political 
publication—that he should give his money to establish and sup- 
port another, and yet never reed i, though expressly set ap to 
advocate the opinions held by the Learned Lord and his Collea- 
gues, and to curb and pat down the licentious Scotch press — that 
he should have beliewed that Mr. Borthwick wae jastly charged 
with theft, and have known nothing of the outrageous and most 
Dratel treatment of that injared individen!,—are things that 
strike as a altogether impossible; and the urging of them in the 
way of defence, we aro satisfied, would have excited the scorn 
and derision of any other body of men bot that assemblage of 
* collective wisdom” to whom they were addressed, and by whom 


they wereso completely received.—No matter; the Howse of ; 


Commons may vote down all such inqviries, and refese to act 
upon such exposares ; but the eyes of the podple are steadily 
fixed apoo the corrept system and its selfish supporters; and

Copy of « Letter written from Leghorn, bye Greek House, to one of their 
Coanexions ia Louden. ' 
Leghorn, June 18, 1882. 


To my lest of the 15th inst., Linfermed you of the 
arrival here on that day of two of our countremen, Mr, M. Redecanachi 
and Mr. G, Zigivia, from Scio; they had obtained their passage on 
board ao Austrian ship of war, and bad perfornmed their journey io 
87 days from Scie, and 80 deve from Smyrna. Lkeow the soxiety you 
must feel respecting the deplorable state of ene anfertunate island: 
this we are able to judge, by the keenness of eur own feelings on the 
eubject ; and as these two trieads had come direct frem Seio, and hed 
been witnesses of part of the horrors committed there, L hardly left them 
for two days, dering which time they gave me the follewing vivid picture 
of the misery of onr dear conutry, as nearly as Lean remember, 


* Lt was on the Tith of April that the Captain Pech landed several 
thousand men ; but the Torkish fleet had searcely hove im sight, whee 
the commander in the castle began bombarding the town, aml from that 
time till the day of our departare, it was one continved scene of marder, 
conflagration, and ploader, both iu country and towne, Ner were they 
even satisticd with the ravages fre made upen the henses; ite prom ese 
was (wo slew for their fury, and the hands of mew sided and. assisied 
the raging element. They took (o (he Castle about 800 of the gardeners 
of the priucipal families, whom by ciot of threats and instant death, and 
promises of liberty, they forced to coufess, as far as they knew, where 
any property had been bid, In almost every garden, at six of eight

persons, chiefly pearants, whom ihey meant te divide among themselves 
as slaves ; but not being able to agree iw the partition, began disputing. 
A priest, mort hamane thao the rest, exportulated with them apoe ibeir 
disseusions, end exhorted them te concord, whee one of thete eetage 
brutes excianmmed, that the only way (e aveid dissension was te pet them 
ali we the eword ; and in less theo half eahewr all these innocent men 
were put te death. Others of these betckera bad be their pessrasion 
four families of distinction ; the women and chllires they sent te the 
city, and the wea they bied te death.

Tt was with the greatest dificalty we veiled oar features from 
eheervation, keepiog all the day below decks, and only for a few hears 
of the night breathing the freeh sir on derk: af last we rearhed Smyree, 
were immediately transported en bead this Austsise ship, eed fleally 
arrived here. Bat what tengue can etter the perils and dangers of 
eveny hind we have been exposed to? "Tie God, and God stone, that 
can give ald and conselation to this bumiliated and presecated race of 
beings. These that are gone to anether hie are ust happy ; it ls their 
ouslaved sarvivors that claim our pity ?’

It was the metive which 
excited gewius—it was the principle which inspired vistee—it was 
the ectuating power which disposed the commanity te form wine 
and good institutions, and which alee enabled the commenity to 
preserve them. (cheers.) Por his ewn part he bad always thoaght 
that the peace, prosperity, aed happiness of ether countries, mest mata- 
Fally be the great searce ef wealth to the most industrious avd ingeni-. 
@us ations of the earth: and therefore, as he considered the prosperity 
and happiness of foreign countries highly important te thie; so, on the 
same, or rather on amore lofty ground, did he beliewe the liberty of 
Eng\aod —the eoarce ef its presperity—te be maintained, guarded, and 
improved, by the diffussion of freedem over the whele world. (great 
applause.)

Their pe 
littest agent, Cepteia Thompeen, persaeded some Arab tribes, 
inhabiting the borders of the Persian Guill, to stigmetige the 
trade as piracy. The Marqeis of Hastings, their Governor Ge- 
weral, pute stop te this tr.@- fe Menaal, beretofore the great 
mart freee wheere the neighbouring couetrics had been savplicd 
with slaves. They sise isterposed thely powerfal meditation 
with the lmeum of Museat far ihe eotire sbetitien of the Blave 
Trade ot Zangeebar. Hitherto mee had heen solid there like eat- 


tie, aed they had bern seegally sent to edie, to the Maarities, ; 


aad to Mecca, te the amenat of ten thousand, 


Bievery, both agriculteral and domestic, te gaid te have 
preveited in Tedostan from time in.memerial, The sources of 
bondage were semerous, Colebrook etetes that there are aevee 
modes of obtaining Slaves. recegnined by the lows of the Bic 
Geos: “ Oue made -aptive :o baule; ene mabatatacd te censide- 
reiles of service o bere of » sle:e ia the house; ene sold or 
gives way, or inbersied [rom ances'ees; and ene ensleved by 
way of penishe- ." These metheds were commen to all ae- 
feet eatens. J shell sow mesiion some erampics ileswative 
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ef the origia of slavery in odie. Tippee, bavieg subdued 
Coorg, caused seventy thousand of the inhabitants te be driven, 
Tike cattle, to Seringapatam. [Me there foreed thew te submit 
te the rite of civeemeision, and sent back the labourers ameng 
them te become Slaves vader his Remindars, In meet of the 
Fliadoe piaces of worship ahere are establishments of dancing 
girte. ‘Toey are generally purchased when infaets, by the old 
prestitetcs of the Pagedas. When the children grow up, they 
dispose of then as ther please, se that the Bagars and Seragiios 
are supplied from this searce. Ta the Hindee Code, the Secra 
tribe areconsidered as Slaves, the preperty of any persea ehe 
defrays thely marriace expetises, which le the ordinary wey of 
Sodatituting hereditary slavery. Fiee men of low casie, eben 
fn distyees or debt, often sell their progeey, er their sisters’ 
children, who are their heire. Ta short, it appears that eny man 
may voluntarily dispoee of bis own liberty, and may sell, without 
their consent, the tiberty ef hie children, and bis beirs, and ail 
\heir issee, from generation to generation. 


As ta the seteal state of Slavery in Tadestan, the demeiic 
prevaile all over Jodia; bet the apriveireral exists, 1 believe 
ehtefy, theagh vot excidsivel), oo the Malabar and Corumandet, 
comets, and the adjacent provinces, Slavery may be divided 
sate twe Gasees,—damestie Biaves, belonging to rich men, nad 
prestiteies; and Sleves emplosed ia agriouiiere, The wealthy 
Mussaimans employ domestio Slaves, aad these are usually con- 
eerted tq their faith. The meu. serve them as meniais, the fomen 
ate placed in aod sheet thelr Beragiios. The Mahomotans ta 
geveral treat theie Slaves well. This may be traced to @ religions 
feeling; for be theig law, Slaves are ia some cases liable te only 
bail the penishment adjadced to other eflenders, ~ Moreover,” 
eaveithe Hadeve, “as bondage eeeasions the participation of 
@aly hail the blessings of life, & alee coensions the suffering of 
ealy hall the pualshmeot; heeaeese te offence inoreaces in mag- 
pitade ia prepertion to the magaitude of the blessiags wader the 
enjorment of which it is comalited.” With reapect te the aum- 
ber of Gomestic claves, all we Know is, that they are to be met 
within almest every towo aad village, thresghest our Tedian 
empire. 


The crest Sieve popelation eensisie of Hindeos, whe are 
chiefly ewpleved ia agrioelters, The priseipal Blave distriets, 
are Areot, Medora, Cavere, Coimbatore, Tianivetly, Tricking.

estimate can be formed of the extent of Slavery in these pro- 
viners. te Canara siene, there are said to be abete 16,000 
Siaves. The prices of Slaves very ta different previners, A 
child may be @stimeted at a price varying from 109. te 40s.; a 
women, from £3 to £6; and « men, from £3 te OW. In times of 
great seareity of distress, they have been purchased for e hand- 
ful ef riee. The perchese, sale, or gift of & man, is usually cen- 
firmed by « title-deed, ead this ie biading om bie descendants 
The ewsers of Blades are fteqeired to provide them with hed 
ase clothing, te defray their wedding expenses, cad te series 
them, on the birthe ef ebiidres, eed ie fevere!l eharges. The 
Slaves beve either @ partion of greead stiewed for thew subste- 
tenes, er aboot ene-e'ghth of the predere of ibe ined they eali- 
vate; er they cet @ small eliewance of feed, sad one 
part ef the gress preddee of the rier; of etee they beve @ certain 
quentity of feed deily. A man Stave seerives about seven eu- 
bits of cloth yearly; a women, shoat doable thet questity, fs 
some places thes seoeive « larger ailewaner. ‘ There are these 
modes,” eboerves Bachanas, “ef disposing of a Sieve: First, by 
aale. Receediy, by mortgage; the piopricies receives aleen of 
money, geoerally two-thirds ef the selue of the Blave; alec, e0- 
meally o small quantliy of cies. to shew that his right t@ the sieve 
exists, He may reseme the Bleve of paying the money borsew- 
od, sad if be dies, the propririor must fad apvtber.

ble of acquiring any property of their own, “* Theee persons,” 
says Menu, ‘‘a wile, a son, anda slave, are declared by law to 
have in general no wealth exclusively their own, The wealth 
which they may earn is regularly acquired for the man te hom 
they belong” The Master possesses power over all the property 
of the Slave, and may ase the cattle réarod by bim, fer agriculta- 
tal purposes. He may also sell bis Siave with or without bis 
Jand. On the Coromandel coast, the Sisves are usually sold 
with the land, but the reverse is the care on the Coast of Mala- 
bar. “ The Hiodoo law,” saye Colebrooke, “contemplates these 
two species of property, as ove and the seme; buat in this, as in 
other countries, it bas bees usual to transfer tho Slaves who were 
adicripti gleba, with the land itecl{.” The Master cannot sell bis 
Slave to eve who will carry him to a distant country, without bis 
consentr A slave cannot marry without his Master's permission ; 
bat a basband and a wife, exceptin Canara, cannot be sold 
seperately, Children may be separated from their paronté, and 
brothers from sisters, These inhuman acts are chocked from & 
fear leat the husband of parent should devert, as the trouble aed 
expense attending their recovery. eould exered their value 
The Slave, om the other hand, is prevented from sheeonding by 
his strong attachment to hig mative soll, In former times, © 
Master had the power of life and death over bis Slave. The 
exercise of such authority woald not be allowed oder the British 
Government; for the person of a Sadra#is as well protected by 
Jaw es that of a Raja. This prineipte, derived from equal laws, 
has operated to prevent the mervbundieg of Blaves and \o fender 
them less valuable, Some of the superior subdivisions of the 
Sodra iribe have in modern times emancipated theatec!ves; but

With respect to the effects of Slavery in British India, they 
may be justly estimated from whathas been already stated. 
They have been described by that religioas, hamane, learned 
and impartial observer, Doctor Francis Bechanan, This genile- 
mao was empleyed by the Marquis of Wellesiey, to ineprct the 
state of our Indian Provinees. Jn his book, dedinated t® the 
EBasi-lodia Company, he has given « statistionl secount of the 
Slaves joa those parts which he bad visited. Bpesking from 
ccular demonstration and alter patient research, be says,’ When 
the erop ie not ea the ground, the Slaves are kept with the 
Jabouring cattle, ine house bailt at some distance from the abode 
of freemen ; for these poor creatures are considered as toe unpure 
to be permitied te epproach the house of their Lord. In feet, 
the Slaves are.vory severely treated; and theie diminutive ste- 
ture and squalid appearance show evidently a want of adequate 
peurishment, There can be no conmparicom between their condl- 
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tion and tbat of the Slaves inthe Went-ladia Isiands, exerpt & : 


regards the marriage siate.” These amertions of Dr, Bochanans 
have bees partially coairadicted in repotis made by the Colleo- 
ters of Revenme whe preside ta the Sieve distriots—meo of 
worth and talent.

No; bit, like tbe West-Endian Slaves, 
many Of (Welt deestéré came Moti & foreign land, * The coa- 
vention,” be edolinues, “is mutual, and the Slave enjoys bis 
purcBasé-mowey.” Tahal! answer this assertion ia the words of 
the Cotlettor of Canara. The’ price,” sags he, “ of a Slave is 
from twelve to twenty-six bupees; of a child, four rapees, Se 
that for four Ropees the posterit; of a man may be enslaved 
from generation to generation. The Zilia Court bas guaranteed 
this right by deerees both o@ transfer of landed property, and in 
sale in exocation of deerees.” The Collector of Trichinopoly 
writes thas: “To the wet districts there are 10,000 Slaves, in the 
ry districts aboat G00 Slates. A female Slave is here never sold ; 
while in Malabar, mee, women and children, are sold ladisorimi- 
ately. The Slaves are athletio aad fall. “The abolition of 
Slavery here would be attended with ruinods cons¢quences, Tt 
may be @rged that there is something degrading io 8 Goverament 
being concerned in selling human beings like so many cattle, It 
would renuara Be better if it coald be avoided; but so long 
at the land cdstinues possessed by Brabmio Merassidars, who 
by the laws of Caste are prevented from personally exercising the 
offices of wericulferé, Tsee vo means of Culjivalipg the aod or 
collecting the revenue witkont the establishment of Slaves.” Ne! 
Why not, asia other parts of Fndia, by fee persons df she 
inbouring classes’ ‘THis Genticman does bot seem to be aware 
that (to borrow the language of Adam Smith) “ the expcerieece of 
all ages demoostrajes that the work done by Slaves is the dearest 
of any; their interest being to rat ae moch and to labonr as little 
as possible, Theos the planting ef Sugar end Tobaceo can pay 
for slave cultivation, but Core cansot.” This Collecior further 
asserts, tbat the human principle of self. intercat iscoudueive, m 
the presentinstance, to softemsercrity.” The seme may be said 
ia all instanees of bendage, er ether oppression, because self- 
joterest, rigitly Giderstocd, excites te reader others free and 
happy.“ E will seppose,” observes this Revevee Officer in 
conclusion, “ that by @ Proclamation of Government the estab- 
lishment is divested fo be ebolished: Io this dese the conse- 
quente would berither'the Gesertion of the Siewes, or that Uiey 
weold remain ia statu qaa!”

In reply to Mr. Justioe’s Letter, dated Jessore, 10th No- 
vember last. which appeared io your Paper, relative to the Mar- 
der of Mr. Henry Imiach, eensuring the publication of some Let- 
ters io the Caccurta Jougnat, which be alleges, tend—first, to
